TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newton in the County of 
Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at 10 o’clock in the forenoon in said 
Town Hall on Tuesday, the 5th day of March, next at ten of the clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 

3. To hear the reports of Town Officers and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to hire 
money in anticipation of taxes. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell 
property acquired by Tax Collector’s deed or through Old Age 
Assistance, or any other property of the Town not used for public purpose. 

6. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate $338.52 to receive 
$2,256.79 that the State will contribute for Class V Roads. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $500.00 (five hundred), to be paid as rent to the Newton Junction 
Firemen’s Association for the year 1974, said rent not to exceed the 
amount of Taxes assessed against the Newton Junction Firemen’s 
Association for the 1974 and any sum in excess of the Taxes to be returned 
by said Association to the Town. 

8. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $1,200 for 
the Greater Salem Community Mental Health Centre. 

9. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate funds in the amount 
of $250.00 (two hundred and fifty dollars) to allow the purchase of two (2) 
resuscitators for use by the Police Department. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
not over $1,000 (One thousand dollars) for the purchase of a photocopying 
machine for the use of the Selectmen and other Town Officers. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $38,006 
(Thirty eight thousand and six dollars), plus interest that has accrued 
thereon, for the planning engineering and initial construction of a water 
system for the Town, and approve the withdrawal of said amount from 
the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State 
and Local Assistance Act of 1972. 

12. Upon petition of Robert C. Cooper and 10 or more legal voters of 
Newton, N. H. to see if the Town will approve the use of Federal Revenue 
Sharing Funds in the amount of $25,000 (twenty-five thousand dollars) to 
defray Newton’s portion of any Capital Expenditures incurred by a school 
building program. 

13. Upon petition of the Gale Library Trustees and ten or more legal 
voters of Newton, N. H. to see if the Town will approve the use of Federal 
Revenue Sharing Funds in the amount of $10,000 (ten thousand dollars) to 
establish a fund for expansion and or relocation of Library facilities. 
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14. Upon petition of the Conservation Commission to see if the Town 
will vote to rescind the action taken at the 1973 Town meeting on Article 
20. ($6,000 of Revenue Sharing Funds, voted by the Town for the purchase 
of the Newton spur track of the Boston and Maine Railroad). 

15. Upon petition of the Conservation Commission to see if the Town 
will vote to use the $6,000 (six thousand dollars) appropriated in 1973 
Article 20, if rescinded, for the construction of a double tennis court on 
Town owned land. 

16. Upon petition of the Conservation Commission to see if the Town 
will vote to appropriate $400 (four hundred dollars) out of the Revenue 
Sharing Funds for the construction of a fire protection road on Town 
Forest land, Hadley Road. 

17. Upon petition of George P. Moulaison and ten or more legal voters 
in the Town of Newton, N. H. to see if the Town will vote to establish a 
Recreation Commission by virtue of the provisions of New Hampshire 
Revised Statutes Annotated (R.S.A.) Chapter 31, Sections 44-50. It shall 
consist of seven (7) members appointed by the Selectmen. 

18. Upon petition of George P. Moulaison and ten or more legal voters 
in the Town of Newton, N. H. to see if the Town will approve the use of 
Federal Revenue Sharing Funds, in the amount of $2,000 (two thousand 
dollars) to innovate a recreation program for the Town. 

19. Upon petition of the Conservation Commission to see if the Town 
will vote to turn over to the Recreation and Conservation Commissions 
jointly, the Currier property on Heath St., approximately 27 acres, 
already owned by the Town for multi-purpose use. 

20. Upon petition of the Conservation Commission to see if the Town 
will vote to make the Conservation Commission the enforcing board for 
all laws pertaining to the Scenic Roads in the Town of Newton, N. H. 

21. To see whether the Town will vote to join the Southern 
Rockingham Regional Planning District Commission and appropriate 
$1,440 (one thousand four hundred forty dollars) thereto. The objective of 
this Commission is to plan for and encourage regional planning 
analysis,provide consensus on major problems of regional concern, 
assist in the effectuation of projects extending beyond the boundaries of a 
particular Town and to provide the Town with local planning services. 
The Commission has no jurisdiction over any matter of local affairs. Its 
role is advisory. Two (2) Town residents shall be appointed to the 
Commission by the Selectmen. 

22:..To see whether the Town will vote to join the 
Strafford-Rockingham Regional Planning Council and authorize the 
Town’s representation to the Southern Rockingham Regional Planning 
District Commission to act as delegates to that Council. 

23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of not 
over $500(five hundred) to be used by a committee to be appointed by the 
Selectman, to celebrate the 225th Anniversary of the Town of Newton. 

24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$460 (four hundred and sixty dollars) for a Tranquilizer Rifle, 
accessories, and portable kennel cage for the use of the Dog Officer. 

25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of not 
over $700 (seven hundred dollars) for new doors to be installed on the 
front of the Town Hall. 

26. To see if the Town would vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply 
for, contract for and accept aid relative to disasters if or when a disaster 
should occur within the Town of Newton. 
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27. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $6,000 (six 
thousand dollars) for the planning engineering and installation of test 
wells, observation wells, and test well pumping, as an initial step in the 
construction of a complete water system for the Town, and approve the 
withdrawal of the said amount from the Revenue Sharing Funds 
established under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 
1972. 

28. Are you in favor of R.S.A. 39:5 relative to the election of Delegates 
to the Constitutional Convention? 

29. To transact any other business that may legally come before the 
meeting.

ARTICLE V On a motion by Mr. Baker, it was voted to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell property acquired by Tax Collectors Deed or through 
Old Age Assistance, or any other property of the Town not used for Public 
Purposes. 


ARTICLE VI On a motion by Mr. Norman, it was voted to raise the 
sum of $18,000.00 to be applied against the $33,000.00 present deficit, per 
instruction of the New Hampshire State Tax Commission. 


ARTICLE VII On a motion by Mr. Norman, it was voted to raise a 
sum not to exceed $500.00 to be paid to the Newton Junction Firemen’s 
Association for the year 1973, said rent not to exceed the amount of Taxes 
assessed against the Newton Junction Firemen’s Association for the year 
1973 and any sum in excess of the Taxes to be returned by said 
Association to the Town. 


ARTICLE VIII It was moved and seconded to raise the sum of 
$1,200.00 for the Greater Salem Community Mental Health Centre. 


On a motion by Edward Moran, it was voted to amend the article to 
read, ‘‘to see of the Town will approve the use of Federal Revenue Funds 
in the amount of $1,200.00 for the Greater Salem Community Mental 
Health Centre’’. 


The main motion as amended was then voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE IX On a motion by Fred H. Cust, it was voted to raise 
$339.15 to receive $2,260.97 that the State will contribute for Class V roads. 


ARTICLE X Result of ballot voting on this article was read earlier by 
the Moderator. 


ARTICLE XI On a motion by Christopher D. Sherrill, it was voted to 
turn over to the Conservation Commission land on Currierville Road, 
formerly the property of Robert J. and Frank H. McCourt, which has 
been taken by the Selectmen for taxes. It was noted that this property 
contains approximately 60 acres and is in a water shed area for the 
Powwow River. 


ARTICLE XII It was moved and seconded to prohibit the use of salt 
and similar chemicals on the highways within the Town except for 
dangerous intersections and extreme road conditions as designated by 
the Selectmen or Road Agent. 


On a motion by Myrtle B. Rogers, it was voted to amend the article by 
replacing ‘‘highways”’ with ‘‘town roads’’. 
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This amendment received a vote of 93 yes and 65 no. The original 
motion, as amended, was approved by a vote of 93 yes and 50 no. 


ARTICLE XIII Mr. Norman moved and it was seconded to raise a 
sum of $5,000.00 to be put into the Capital Reserve Fund toward the 
purchase of a Class A fire pumper. 


On a motion by Mr. Baker, this article was amended to read, ‘‘To 
raise the sum of $5,000.00 from the Federal Revenue Sharing Trust Funds 
to be added to the Capital Reserve Fund toward the purchase of a Class A 
pumper for the fire departmennt.”’ 


This amendment, as well as the main motion as amended, was voted 
in the affirmative. 


On a motion by Mr. Baker it was voted to take up Article XIV, XV, 
and XVI after Article XXII is voted on. 


ARTICLE XVII Mr. Norman moved and it was seconded to approve 
the use of Federal Revenue Sharing Funds in the amount of $5,000.00 to 
allow the purchase of a Class A Fire Pumper this year and the amount of 
$7,480.00 to equip said pumper with 2,000 feet of four inch hose and 
fittings. 


Upon being requested from the floor, Patrick R. Callahan of the Fire 
Department reported that specifications, as drawn up and agreed to by a 
committee of Firemen, were submitted to seven companies. Howe, one 
of three to return a bid, was the lowest bidder meeting the specifications. 
This truck would be similar to the 1968 Ford now in service and would be 
garaged in the Center Fire House. Plans call for Engine No. 2 to be 
moved to the Junction Station and for Engine No. 5 to be retired. 


Mr. Moran’s motion to amend Article XVII to read Part A and Part B 
received a negative vote. 


The main motion was voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE XVIII On a motion by Russell D. Estabrook it was voted to 
approve the use of Federal Revenue Sharing Funds in the amount of 
$2,760.00 to allow the purchase of five four-channel FM radios with three 
sets of crystals and gain antennas for use by the Fire Department. 


ARTICLE XIX On a motion by Mr. Estabrook it was voted to approve 
the use of Federal Revenue Sharing Funds in the amount of $1,500.00 to 
allow the purchase of four Scott air packs with extra tanks for use by the 
Fire Department. 


ARTICLE XX It was voted to approve the use of Federal Revenue 
Sharing Funds in an amount not to exceed $6,000.00 to purchase the entire 
West Amesbury Branch of the Boston and Maine Railroad, lying in 
Newton, to be used for recreational purposes by the Newton Conservation 
Commission. 

It was noted that the B & M was reserving the portion of the roadbed 
from the main track to Whittier Street for the storing of tank cars. The 
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portion now for sale would run from Whittier Street to the Merrimac line, 
consisting of an 80 foot wide strip of land approximately 1.6 miles long. It 
was further noted that Merrimac is interested in buying the part of this 
roadbed which lies within the limits of their town. 


ARTICLE XXI On a motion by Mr. Sherrill it was voted to approve 
the use of the Federal Revenue Sharing Funds in the amount of $500.00 for 
Forestry Practices on Town owned land by the Newton Conservation 
Commission. 


ARTICLE XXII On a motion by William L. Hart, it was voted to use 
the remainder of the Federal Revenue Sharing Funds, and any interest 
that may have accumulated, to be set aside for a Tax Map of the Town. 


Mr. Baker noted that the Selectmen have been notified that the Tax 
Map will be required by each Town by the year 1980 and that it takes three 
years to complete. 


ARTICLE XIV It was moved and seconded to rescind the Building 
Cede and Safety Ordinance, the Earth Removal Ordinance and the 
Sub-division Regulations. After some discussion the motion received a 
negative vote. 


ARTICLE XV It was moved and seconded to elect by ballot the Chief 
of Police. After comments casting doubt on the legality of the article, it 
received a negative vote. 


ARTICLE XVI It was moved and seconded to adopt the provisions of 
the Municipal Budget Law. This article received a negative vote. 


ARTICLE XXIII On a motion by Robert C. Morse it was voted to hold 
a meeting of the legal voters of the Town previous to the next Town 
Meeting to discuss how Federal Revenue Sharing Funds will be used. 

On a motion by Mr. Baker, it was voted to dedicate this meeting to 
Pearl R. Willis and to give her a rising vote of thanks for her many years 
of service to the Town. 

On a motion by Shirley P. Sherrill it was voted to request the 
Selectmen not to dispose of the 60 acres of land between Pond Street and 
Heath Street for at least one year. 

It was voted to establish a Recreation Commission. 


Meeting was adjourned at 9:45 P. M.

Trustees of Gale Library have been proud of the accomplishments 
at the library during the past year. We were sorry to have Mrs. Marjorie 
Moisan announce her resignation as librarian but were most fortunate to 
acquire Mrs. Marjorie Reynolds to replace her. She is an inspiration to 
the board and to those who use the library. 

We are also indebted to many. friends who have donated books and 
magazines throughout the year, which assists the town financially, to the 
anonymous donor for the usual money gift, to Newton Garden Club for 
filling window boxes and floral arrangements during the year, to Boy 
Scout Troop 91 for the Christmas wreath for the door and all other friends 
for friendly assistance to the librarian and staff. 

Our librarian was privileged to attend courses at UNH for 
professional advancement in her field, however we regret that she will 
not be able to continue this year for, unless some unforeseen happening 
occurs, we will lose our accreditation within the fold of the N. H. State 
Library. 

The trustees have been hoping during.the past six years since the 
State Library Commission set goals for all libraries within the State, . 
which has a June 30, 1974 deadline, that we would be able to move into 
Village School, thinking the school problems would be resolved within 
that time limit. We so informed theState Libraryofficials at the time. 

June 30is approaching. The goals have not been met, that is, those 
requiring modern toilet facilities and running water.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented in every 
town, city or unorganized place in our state by the forest fire warden. 
Anyone wishing to kindle an outside fire when the ground is not covered 
with snow must first obtain the written permission of the fire warden. 
Except for cooking fires, no fire can be kindled between 9:00 A. M. and 
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5:00 P. M. unless it is a commercial or industrial burn or it is raining. The 
fire warden is assisted in his work by the District Forest Fire Chief who 
works for the Department of Resources and Economic Development 
Forest Fire Service. 


Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important part of the 
Forest Fire Warden’s job. Fire statistics show the need with 72 per cent 
of the fires caused by smoking, debris burning and children. Smokey the 
Bear is an important prevention tool but he still needs much help from the 
public. Parents should warn their children of the hazards of playing with 
matches. Children tend to forget that a lighted match held in their hand is 
a potential forest fire.

1973 ANNUAL REPORT 
NEWTON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 

The Newton Conservation Commission considers its prime goal as 
the protection and preservation of Newton’s environment and open 
spaces. The year 1973 saw the Hadley Road town forest initially 
completed with 1,000 white pine and 300 douglas fir seedlings planted, and 
thinning was done on the hardwood. An eventual monetary return will be 
realized by the town under this reforestation program. 

When the town turned over the management of Rocky Ridge, 
Currierville Road, to the Conservation Commission, the regional 
forrester was contacted to develop plans for the best use of this area. 
Unfortunately this land is under litigation in the courts and the project 
will be delayed until a final ruling is made. 

The shade tree replacement program has been a continuing 
success and enthusiastically supported by citizens. This will be continued 
as well as Clean-Up Day, a joint community venture. Again, the Cub 
Scouts, Boy Scouts, Webelos, Brownies, Girl Scouts and 4-H groups 
banded together to clean up the area near the dump, pick up roadside 
trash throughout town and continue beautification projects of planting 4 
triangles and the Selectmen’s parking lot. Tulips were planted by the 4-H 
The Newton Garden Club, the road agent and police department all 
assisted in these projects. 

The Marshall property is being constantly improved. The outside 
painting has been completed as well as a new bulkhead built. 

The commission plans to construct the parking lot and replace the 
front steps in 1974. Under the supervision of the Historical Society new 
wiring has been installed, the kitchen completed and work done on the 
front meeting room. 

The Conservation Commission holds meetings monthly, as well as 
meeting jointly with the Selectmen and planning board when the 
environmental protection of Newton land is concerned. 


The commission wishes to. thank all Newton people for their 
donated labor and willing assistance in making these projects a success.
